COOLIDGE ASKED

Officials of Organization 
_ To Request President To

Knoxville, Tenn., June 24—The is- 
sue involved in the trial of John T. 
Scopes for alleged violation of the 
Tennessee law prohibiting teaching of 
evolution in public schools of the state 
is “grave in character” and embodies 
principles “at the base of our secur- 
ity of happiness and American citi- 
genship,” Bainbridge Colby, former 
secretary of state and associate coun- 
sel for the defense of Mr. Scopes with 
Clarence Darrow, of Chicago, and 
Dudley Field Malone, of New York, 
said today. 

Mr. Colby, speaking for the defense 
attorneys, said: 

“I cannot account for the tone as 
reflected in comments appearing in 
the daily newspapers regarding the 
approaching Scopes indictment trial. 
| People should be interested in the out- 
come, but I cannot understand the 
attitude regarding the issue. 

“The issue is graye in character, 
embodying principles at the base of 
our security of happiness and Ameri- 
can citizenship. A mind that is fet- 
tered by law or that is otherwise 
hampered is like a compass nailed 
down. A needle that is to play read- 
ily ceases to. exist as a compass when 
it becomes’ stationary. 


“Ae mind, like a compass, loses its 
character as a mind when it becomes 
fettered or otherwise hampered by ex- 
isting legislation or bigotry. This re- 
public is founded not only on educa- 
tion, but on universal and compulsory 
education. 

“We have @ncountered and have 
been surprised to see a holiday at- 
mosphere surrounding the approach- 
ing trial. The people are pleasureably 
worked up and enjoying the momen- 
tary focus of national attention, 

“We do not understand this atti- 
tude. It arises from the.shocking and 
abnormal character of the legislation 


out of which this indictment h@s de- | 


veloped, which we certainly view as 
one of the most serions questions 
which ceuld possibly arise to chal- 
lenge the ability of the citizenship to 
conduct rational self-government. 


‘Americans are abashed and amaz- 
ed that such an issue could arise in 
one of the oldest and greatest states 
of the union. Kut it is unnecessary 
to comment on that phase of the 
question. The momentous character 
of the issue, despite the rustic setting 
in which it is being fought out, is 
enough to attract the attention of all 
thinking people.”

EATENDED DARROW

Presence Before Conven- 

tion of Tennessee Law- 
yers Might Be Miscon- 
strued, President Says.

Memphis, June 24.-—Lovick P. 
Miles, president of the Tennessee Bar 
asso¢iation, tonight announced that 
he had withdrawn an invitation ex- 
tended today to Clarence. Darrow, 
Chicago attorney, to address the or- 
ganization at its annual convention 
hete Friday. , 

Mr. Miles said his action was taken 
because the presence here of Mr. Dar- 
row, who is a member of the defense 
counsel for John T. Scopes, Dayton, 
Tenn., school teacher, charged with 
violating the law against teaching the 
theory of evolution in Tennessee 
schoo!sa, might be misconstrued. 

The telegram sent to Mr. Darrow 
tonight read: 

“Regret developments make desir- 
able the withdrawal of invitation to 
address the Tennessee Bar associatidn 
here June 26. An explanatory letter 
will follow. 

“Lovick P. Miles, president.” 

Mr.. Miles said that the suggestion 
that Mr. Darrow should address the 
lawyers came from Knoxville today. 
The invitation* was extended and ac- 
cepted shortly after this suggestion 
was received, 

“While Mr. Darrow is a most dis- 
tinguished lawyer of whose signal 
ability. and success the country is well 
aware, after further consideration of 
the matter, it was determined that the 
time is inopportune for him to ad- 


dress the Tennessee Bar association,” 
said’ Mr. Miles. 

“While, of course, we would ob- 
serve the amenities of the occasion 
and his address upon the cause and 
treatment of crime would be of ab- 
sorbing interest,” he continued, “ney- 
rtheless, the invitation to him and 
his presence might be misconstrued. 

“It is desirable to have at the an- 
nual meeting the largest possible at- 
tendance of lawyers, the utmost har- 
mony end no cause for precipitating 
an acrimonious discussion of any mat- 
ter or man. The primary object of 
the anrual meeting is consideration of 
matters of general interest to the pro- 
fession and these matters are, as a 
rule, rhe subject of standing commit- 
tee reports. Since there developed 
Serious questions of inviting Mr. Dar- 
\rew, the invitation was withdrawn.”

Citizens Protest Parole of 
Murderer — A labama 
Governor Revokes Or- 
der—Seek Slayer.

Mobile, Ala,, June 24.—One man 
is dead, another dying ‘and feeling is 
running high throughout Washington 
county as a .resuit’ of bootleg fends, 
accord'ng to Sheriff B. L. Onderdonk, 
who is in Mobile searching fer J. H: 
(Hub) Henvry, convicted of murdér, 
whose parole has been revoked by 
Governor Brandon. 


lienvry, paroled for 60 days by 
Governor Brandon a month ago,. after 
serving 50 days of a 25-year sentence 
for the mugder of Aaron Smith, was 
seen on the streets here last night by 
Sheriff Onderdonk who spoke to him 
and shortly thereafter the sheriff re- 
ceived an order from Governor Bran- 
don revoking the parole and ordered 
his arrest. 

Governor Brandon’s action followed 
protests from many of the better citi- 
zens of Washington county protesting 
against Henvry’s parole. Threats to 
Iyneh Henyry followed the shooting ol 
Joe Phelps iast Sunday, three miles 
east of Buckatunna, Miss., on the 
Washington. county line, Sheriff On- 
derdonk said. 

Phelps is said to be dying from a 
bullet wound in his head. Arrested in 
connection with the shooting of Phelps 
is George Crane, of Washington coun- 
ty, who is now lodged in the Waynes- 
boro, Miss., jail. Following the Phelps 
shooting Sheriff Onderdonk said that 
law-abiding citizens gathered around 
his office in Chatom and said that the 
man arrested in connection with the 
case must be turned over to them. The 
sheriff secretly arrested Crane and 
spirited him to Waynesboro, announc 
ing his arrest after he had been safe- 
ly lodged in jail. 

According to the story told to the 
sheriff by Crane, he and Phelps were 
driving on a country road when a gang 
of five men held them up. Four of 
the men were masked. The unmasked 
man, who seemed to be the leader of 
the band, fired at Phelps as the car 
stopped, the shot entering Phelps’ face 
under the left eye. As Phelps fell 
over, according to Crane's story, he 
was pulled from the car by the. un- 
mesked man and. thrown to the side 
of the road. Crane was ordered to 
“drive on.” He snid that he could not 
recognize the murderer.

in December, 1928: He said he was} 


a prisoner and had been sentenced 
in Mississippi for publishing false 
bank statements. He testified that 
Edward J. Sweeney, a prisoner serv- 
ing a.term for automobile theft, ap- 
proached him shortly after Mannie 
Kessler and Morris Sweetwood, two 
wealthy prisoners from New ~ York

The package containing the $4,000 
was’ for\ Fletcher, according to the 
testimony of Wall. Under cross-

The first note from the Chinese gov- 
ernment says that it is convinced that 
the relations of all nations with 
China can be made more cordial and 
their rights and interests can be ad- 
vanced without rather than with the 
enjoyment of extraordinary privileges

ers by existing treaties with China. 
Hopes for Readjustment. 


The note expresses the hope that 
the foreign governments will be con- 
vinced that a readjustment of China’s 
treaty relations on an equitable basis 
fis necessary in satisfaction of the 
legitimate aspirations .of the Chineze 
people, who will do much to consoli- 
date friendly ‘relations. It reealls 
that the existing treaties were con- 
cluded long ago, under circumstances 
that did not permit free discussion; 
that conditions obtaining when these 
treaties were negotiated do not now 
exist and that the time has arrived 
for them to be changed. 

The note declares that at the time 
China entered the world war with the 
allies, she was encopraged to hope for 
a definite improvement of her. inter- 
national status. 

“Great, therefore, must be the dis- 
appointment of the Chinese people,” 
the note said, “when after the great 
war for a common cause has becn 
won, Chiaa’s own status should re- 
main unimproved and in some respects 
inferiér to that of the defeated na- 
tions, 

“In none of the defeated nations 
do we find the existence of.extra terri- 
torial courts, concessions, leased ter- 
a and externally imposed tar- 
iff.”

A cable from Consul Carleton, at 
Hongkong, dated Monday, said the 
strike, which started last Saturday, 
had not become general. He denied 
strikers in Hongkong were manifast- 
ing a bitter anti-foreign sentiment 
such as that in Canton.

R. UL. Dennard died leaving a widow and 
two children, both of whom I am informed, 
are of age. The checks should be made to 
his wife and his two children. 

With reference to L. H. Smith. I under- 
stand he died leaving no wife. nor clild, 
nor father, nor mother, but one brothgr and 
one sister. His part should be divided into 
two equal checks, payable to the brother 
and sister. ’ 

. Referring to the part due to the heirs of 
F. F. Wilson, I understand he left a mother 
and three sisters, but: no wife nor child 
nor father. The checks should be made in 
equal parts, to the mother and three sis- 
ters, they being of age. 

Under this resolution, the entire fund 
raised is to be divided into six equal. parts 
and each one of the parts paid to the fam- 
ilies of the six deceased firemen. 

You will, of course, follow that direction 
in making. the distribution and when I re- 
fer to the part due to a deceased fireman, 
I have reference to a one-sixth part. This

Exper! Minimizes 
Amount of Power 
At Muscle Shoals 


Saratoga Spring, N. ¥., June 24.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—Samuel 
S. Wyer, of New York, a consulting 
engineer, tonight told the National 
Convention of the American Institute 
of Electrical Engineers in session here, 
that, without affecting its scenic 
value, Niagara Falls eould develop 35 
times the hydro-electric power of Mus- 
cle Shoals. 

Mr. Wyer presented figures to show: 
that there is available in the United 
States 250 times as much waterpower 
as could be developed at Muscle 
Shoals. These figures he claimed, 
indicated that the Muscle Shoals 
project would need to be multiplied 
400 times to equal the power that is 
now furnished the country by station- 
ary steam engines; oil and gas motors 
and directly applied with water power. 

“The actual dependable waterpower 
of Wilson Dam, the only part of the ' 
Muscle Shoals project under constric® 
tion, is only 100,000 horsepower,” he 
said. “The other power talked of 
is unreliable and therefore, valuable 
only if s@pplemented by power from 
steam plants or from other -inter-con- 
nected water power plants. If the 
Niagera Falls treaty with Canada 
were amended to permit the power de- 
velopment of the falls to the limit, 
without destroying the scenic effect, 
3,500,000 reliable horsepower could be 
developed there.” 

The governmeat’s sinvestment in 
Wilson Dam, he said, will be about 
$49, 000,000 or $490 per horsepower. 
“Any high- -grade steam plant,” he 
added, “will. produce a horsepower at 
an investment cost of $100.’

Mr. Abbott had declined to accept 
his salary after passage of the act, 
and asked an injunction to prevent op- 
eration of the law. 

The court ruled’ that the act did not 
specify any particular county, since 
the way is open to any county to at- 
tain a population as large as that of 
Fulton ; that it is not a special law, 
but is applicable generally, and that 
no levy of taxes will be necessary to 

provide funds to pay the salaries, in- 
lasmuch as fees paid into the offices 
will be used for salaries.

In his New Hampshire address in 
defense oi his crusade to modify

be carried off by the sweat. But 
that is a wrong theory, as has been 
proved’ by scientifie investigation. 
While it is true that a trifling amount 
of waste matter is exereted in the 
sweat in fact a trace of nearly 
every kind of waste matter which is. 
eliminated through the kidneys, still 
the quantity of such waste matter 
thrown off by the skin in health or in 
sickness is so small that it is -in- 
significant. 

If more than half of the body sur- 
face of any warm-blooded animal be 
varnished or coated with any im- 
permeable material the animal soon 
dies. A rabbit will die if more than 
one-fourth of the body surface is so 
varnished. The fatal result is due 
however to excessive radiation of heat 
from the varnished surface, so that the 
temperature of the animal falls until 
it is as low as 70 degrees-F. just 
before death. Now, if the tempera- 
ture of the varnished animal is kept 
up to or near the normal (98 de- 
greeg F.) by artificial means, no un- 
toward result oceurs from the var- 
nishing. This proves that the elim- 
ination of waste matter is not an im- 
portant function of the skin. 

I’ve always semeed to take a queer 
view of body washing, and some 
squeamish if not well-informed people 
have concluded that I do not quite 
understand the importance of cleanli- 
ness, But some people, you see, 
take a much dirtier view of the human 
skin than I do. They like to think 
of itasan excretory organ,an emune- 
tory, whereas I find it impossible to 
ignore the physiological fact, which 
I believe it would be well for every- 
body’s health and pocketbook, for ev- 
erybody to know: ‘The skin is to all 
practical purposes not an excretory 
organ and neither waste matter nor 
poison nor foul substances of any kind 
are thrown off by the skin or in the 
sweat in health or in sickness. 


Students of physics assure me that 
heat. is much more rapidly dissi- 
pated or radiated frém_a moist surface 
from which water evaporates than it 
is from a smooth dry varnished sur- 
face, and hence they can’t understand 
the animal experiment cited above. 
am not a physicist and cannot explain 
the physics of the phenomenon, but it 
strikes me that the painted and var- 
nished or gilded radigtor radiates heat 
effectively enough. As these physics 
students see it, the rabbit ought to de- 
velop an increase in body temperature 
—but the rabbit seems to have the 
habit of doing just the opposite. 

But mind you, I do not assume that 
sweating does one no good. On the 
eontrary, wait till I tell you about 
that.

The notice, accompanied by a a copy 
of the charter, was filed in the office 
of City Clerk Walter C. Taylor 
Wednesday “for the information: of 
the mayor and general council.” Of- 
ficials of the committee explained that 
they originally had intended to pre- 
sent the charter for approval of coun- 
cil, but. were unable to complete it in’ 
time. 

A petition also was being cireu- 
lated among registered voters Wednes- 
day asking that Fulton county's repre- 
sentatives in the legislature introduce 
‘the request for a referendum. 

The new charter provides for a re- 
duction of from 36 to 15 council 
members, one to be elected from each 
ward and three from the city-at- 
large. It also would cut the board of 
education to seven members, all to be 
picked from the city-at- large. 

‘Phe mayor, under the new charter, 
would preside at council meetings and 
ceremonial functions, but would have 
no veto power. His salary could not 
exceed $2,000 per year. 

Council could elect a city manager 
who would serve a term of indefinite 
length, subject to approval of coun- 
cil, and who would wield all admin- 
istrative powers. 

A minister or supervisor of finances 
would have charge of both collection 
of taxes and expenditure of funds and 
also wound, take over issuance and 
collections on licenses.

Washington, June 24.—Wets and 
drys, in agreement probably for the 
first time in history, have joined in 
approving the new reorganization of 
prohibition enforcement machinery as 
a step that will take it out of poli- 
tics.
